Green light at last for Seaton 
Heights development project 


THE long-awaited development of the 
derelict Seaton Heights Hotel site has, at long 
last, been given planning consent, subject to 
legal agreements. 

Lyme Bay Leisure has got permission to construct 
a complex comprising a two-storey 12-bedroom 
hotel, 38 holiday accommodation units, a central 
amenities building to house a restaurant and leisure 
club, plus parking and access.

A company spokesperson said: “The new develop¬ 
ment is to be called The Seaton Gatehouse Hotel, Spa 
& Leisure Resort. 

“After overcoming many hurdles, our revised plan¬ 
ning application will provide enhanced footpath con¬ 


nections to the town; make a contribution to the Wet¬ 
lands project and crucially, introduce an ecology and 
landscaping plan to guarantee in perpetuity the flight 
paths and habitats of rare bats and other wildlife, 
found on the site, in this area of natural outstanding 
beauty.” 

The company will announce revised designs and its 
intended commencement dates before Christmas. 
Lyme Bay Leisure says the new development will 
create construction jobs for local builders and trades¬ 
men, as well as approximately 50 full and part-time 
jobs from chamber maids to fitness instructors, mar¬ 
keting and sales personnel, to catering and restaurant 
staff. 

Chairman David Sullivan paid tribute to MP Neil 
Parish for “enthusiastically supporting the project 
through the torturous but necessary planning 
process”. 

Mr Sullivan also thanked Seaton Town Council and 
the residents of Seaton for their support in huge num¬ 
bers and East Devon District Council for “their sup¬ 
port, pragmatism and trust with this hugely important 
site”. 

Lyme Bay Leisure MD James Hetherington ex¬ 
pressed his relief at obtaining the planning consent 
and was eager to get on with building the project and 
kick starting Seaton’s latest and long-awaited regen¬ 
eration project, saying: “It has been hard work and 
costly getting to this stage, but now the real work be¬ 
gins. I am eager to get on with it and bring this site to 
life again and start welcoming visitors and local peo¬ 
ple to experience the new exciting facilities that the 
hotel and resort will bring.”

Beer post office on the move 


THE post office in Beer is set to 
close following the announce¬ 
ment of extensive re-organi¬ 
sation plans by the national 
company. 

However, the village will not 
be losing the service as it is 
being transferred just down the 
road to Rock Villa Off Licence, 
run by Ian and Jackie Tite. 

Nigel Groves, who currently 
runs the post office in Fore 
Street, said there was no alter¬ 
native but to relocate the busi¬ 
ness as the existing premises 
in Fore Street are inadequate to 
fulfil the demands of the reor¬ 
ganisation. 


“The new style of Post Office 
Local does not suit the current 
location of Beer post office,” 
said Mr Groves. 

“Because of this I have cho¬ 
sen to leave the network and 
Post Office Ltd is proposing to 
move the post office just down 
the road to Rock Villa Off Li¬ 
cence. 

“By remodelling their shop 
and increasing their opening 
hours, Jackie and Ian will be 
able to offer Post Office serv¬ 
ices to the village for the ex¬ 
tended times that are a vital 
part of Post Office’s plans for 
the future. 


“I hope everyone will under¬ 
stand my decision and support 
Jackie and Ian when they take 
over running the post office 
early next year.” 

The Post Office have an¬ 
nounced a six-week consulta¬ 
tion period during which time 
Beer residents can make com¬ 
ments but relocation plans are 
clearly well advanced.

Coastguard search fails to locate 
owner of yacht washed ashore 


A MASSIVE search off Seaton failed to find the 
owner of a mystery yacht. 

The yacht was found washed ashore in Seaton on 
Friday, October 17th. 

A Coastguard spokesperson said: “At around 
10am a call was received from a member of the 
public that the vessel, the Yacht Louise - a 25ft to 
30ft Hurley 20 with a blue hull - was aground at 
Culverhole Point. 

“Signs of recent occupancy and activity on-board 
have raised concerns that the yacht’s owner may 
have gone overboard. Coastguards and Devon & 
Cornwall Police have so far been unable to contact 
him.” 

The Lyme Regis inshore lifeboat, the Sidmouth 
independent lifeboat and the Lyme Regis and Sid¬ 
mouth Coastguard Rescue team as well as Coast¬ 
guard Rescue Helicopter 106 were involved in the 
search. 

The search was called of at about 11:30am the 
following day. 

Steven Mann, coastguard in charge of co-ordinat¬ 
ing the search, said last Friday: “Given the uncer- 
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tainty of the situation, we are very keen to hear 
from the owner of this yacht if he is safe and well.” 

No further searches were planned at the time of 
going to press.

Councillors clash 
over library jibe 

A SOCIAL media war erupted at Axminster Town 
Council when one councillor labelled another 
one’s Facebook conduct “an absolute disgrace”. 

The altercation broke out during a debate about 
the future of Axminster Library. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, who also serves 
on county and district council, updated the town 
council on a meeting with the county council’s li¬ 
brary team and other relevant parties. 

It emerged that the county councillor responsi¬ 
ble for libraries, Roger Croad, had apologised for 
failing to respond to a letter from campaign group 
Support For Axminster Library. 

The failure to respond to the letter had really 
annoyed campaigners, so much so that a cartoon 
depicting councillor Croad appeared on its Face- 
book page with a chunk of text along the lines of: 
“You are a naughty boy Mr Croad, your dog ate my 
letter." 

What had so far been a standard update turned 
into more of a drama when a stern-faced coun¬ 
cillor Moulding said: “I’m always proud to be an 
Axminster town councillor, we have a good rep¬ 
utation at district and county councils. 

“For a member of the town council to distribute 
this [the cartoon] I think is an absolute disgrace. 

“I believe it is a code of conduct issue. I was very 
ashamed.” 

Councillor Moulding had at this point not named 
names, and had everyone’s attention when he 
said: “I know it wasn't written by councillor [Paul] 
Hayward, but it was distributed.” 

Councillor Hayward, who serves his first term 
on the town council, launched an immediate 
counter attack, saying: “What I share as a per¬ 
sonal individual is down to me. It is my personal 
Facebook, and the same goes for my Twitter 
feed.” 

“Please, councillor Moulding - do not lecture 
me.” 


IN all the years I have been doing this job (too 
many according to my critics out there), I can’t 
remember a time when there was so much dis¬ 
satisfaction with local government. Why is this? 
You won’t be surprised, but I have a theory. 
When I first started covering rural and borough 
councils in East Devon and occasionally Devon 
County Council, 50 years ago, politics had very 
little to do with it. We were all aware that East 
Devon was predominantly blue but the focus 
was very much on serving the electorate. 

Councillors got little or no expenses and the 
officers were not paid such exorbitant salaries. 
Debates were not dominated by groups of polit¬ 
ically affiliated councillors, with members of 
other political shades marginalised, and there 
were no grand titles such as “portfolio holders”. 
Matters were dealt with by committees where 
all councillors had an influence. 

With the exception of town councils, being an 
elected representative today is as much a career 
as it is a service for many. I am not denying the

Row over right to 
speak at meetings 

COLYTON residents and councillors feel “let down 
and betrayed" by East Devon District Council’s 
planning system, as they will not be able to object 
to new information in a controversial planning 
application when it is considered today (Tuesday).

amount of hours our councillors at district and 
county level put in, or questioning their commit¬ 
ment to their communities, but generally they are 
compensated for their efforts, especially the more 
capable and ambitious members who climb the po¬ 
litical ladder. Some of them receive far in excess of 
the average weekly wage in this area. 

I’m not talking about every councillor. I noticed

Times change and the reorganisation to create 
the current three-tier system (county, district and 
parish/town) back in 1974 was deemed necessary.

This became clear to me last week after I com¬ 
pared the different interpretation being put on the 
summoning of EDDC chief executive Mark Williams 
to a Commons Select Committee to answer ques¬ 
tion on electoral procedures. Having read the

Council backs 
Behive as charity 

COUNCILLORS have pressed ahead with a con¬ 
troversial decision to grant a long-term lease and 
charity status to the company behind the Bee¬ 
hive, despite warnings that the move is “unlaw¬ 
ful”. 

The Mayor of Honiton, Councillor Peter Halse, 
said the “right decision” had been made to ensure 
the building is run “by the people of Honiton”. 

But critics, concerned that the council is giving 
up control of the building, have questioned the le¬ 
gality of the move and also claim tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of bills are still hanging 
over the project.

Talk to most people and they have no real in¬ 
terest in local government (it was ever thus) but 
those who have are pretty disillusioned. Contro¬ 
versy rages in most of the towns in Pulman’s 
Country at the moment but there is little faith in 
the ability of our elected representatives to find 
solutions. 

I think there is also a degree of frustration 
among a number of long serving councillors, with 
some of them having already decided not to 
seek re-election when we go to the polls next 
May. The big question is: will their replacements 
do any better?

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Developer forced to act 
over village’s flood plight

EAST Devon District Council has stepped in to force 
conditions on a “cynical” developer that could help 
protect Feniton from flooding. 

Developer Wainhomes is in the process of building 
50 homes in the village, but has not yet acted to install 
specialist drainage tanks designed to catch surface 
water run-off from the site at Winchester Park. 

Feniton has faced a succession of flooding crises in 
recent years and residents have been angered by the 
developer’s disregard for their concerns. 

But the council has now stepped in to serve Wain- 
homes a Breach of Condition notice, forcing them to 
construct the tanks within six weeks. 

Councillor Susie Bond, district council ward mem¬ 
ber for Feniton and Buckerell, said the condition was 
“crucial” following the developer’s “blatant disre¬ 
gard” for the original planning agreement. 

She added: “The very robust response by EDDC is 
to be applauded in the light of cynical indifference on 
the part of Wainhomes to the plight of the existing 
community in the village. 

“These conditions are not placed lightly on devel¬ 
opment. In this case, given that Feniton has a long and 
well-documented history of flooding, this particular 
condition is crucial.” 

If Wainhomes fails to follow the time frame set out 
by EDDC, there will be no opportunity for appeal and 
the developer will face prosecution. 

The issue has attracted the interest of national media 
in the last week, as the BBC’s “One Show” and ITV 
News have sent camera crews to the village.

Councillor Bond added: “The condition requires in¬ 
stallation of two attenuation tanks which are designed 
to capture the surface water runoff from the site to a 
level which would be 10 per cent better than is cur¬ 
rently seen. 

“In other words, the tanks would mitigate the effects 
of concreting over a greenfield site and give a mar¬ 
ginal improvement on the amount of surface water 
which comes down from the development into the rest 
of the village. 

“The [council’s] planning enforcement department 
will be keeping the pressure up on Wainhomes to 
force compliance by the end of November and the vil¬ 
lage will be holding its breath as the first of the winter 
storms approaches.” 


Council chief argues he didn’t break the law 


EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) chief execu¬ 
tive and electoral registration officer (ERO) Mark 
Williams has denied a suggestion he broke the law 
when his department failed to undertake doorstep 
canvassing. 

As reported last week, a report by the Electoral 
Commission identified EDDC as falling short of 
canvassing requirements to register households 
in person ahead of changes to the registration for¬ 
mat in June this year. 

As a result, Mr Williams appeared before the Po¬ 
litical and Constitutional Reform Committee in the 
House of Commons on Monday, October 13th. 

Mr Williams explained that other methods had 
been used to contact those who had not returned 
their voter registration form. 

Committee member and Labour MP Chris Ruane 
(Vale of Clwyd) tore in to Mr Williams by saying: 
“There were 3,316 doorsteps not canvassed in East 
Devon in 2012 and 3,231 not canvassed in 2013. 
That is doorsteps of people who did not respond 
but nobody knocked on the door. 

“Can I say that I think you are breaking the law 


and you are one of few authorities that have re¬ 
peatedly and brazenly broken the law? What do 
you have to say to that?” 

Mr Williams replied:' What I will say to you is that 
if the purpose of the system is to make sure that 
people can vote, I do not have complaints about 
not being able to vote in East Devon.” 

MP Ruane acknowledged that East Devon is 
above the national average for voter registration, 
but attacked again a little later, saying: “The gov¬ 
ernment has made it clear that ministers are pre¬ 
pared to issue a formal direction to any ERO that 
does not meet the requirement to complete 
house-to-house inquiries. How would you re¬ 
spond to such a direction? 

“A Minister is going to write to you saying, “You 
are not doing your job, do it.” How are you going to 
respond to that?” 

Mr Williams replied: “I would do it and I am doing 
it this year.”

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Fight to save hospital beds still on 


AXMINSTER-based GPs say the fight to 
keep in-patient hospital beds in the town is 
very much alive, and have asked for another 
bumper turnout at tonight’s public meeting. 

The rallying cry comes after the winter closure an¬ 
nouncement last week, which is said to be uncon¬ 
nected to the long-term closure proposal. 

The long-term closure proposal will be presented by 
NHS bosses in the Guildhall today, starting at 5pm. 

Dr James Vann of Axminster Medical Practice said: 
“All the GPs in Axminster ask that as many people as 
possible come to the meeting at the Guildhall. 

“The fight for our hospital beds is not lost yet. 

Northern Eastern and Western Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (NEW CCG) is under the impression that 
people in Axminster are in support of increased local 
services at the cost of losing their in-patient beds at 
Axminster. 

“This is clearly not the case and we must take every 
opportunity to make that quite clear to the CCG. 

“The consultation period continues for a further eight 
weeks and we must all do everything we can to make 
the CCG see our point of view.

=“An apparent short-term financial gain of closing in¬ 
patient beds in Axminster would be regretted for many 
years to come. 

“Please come and tell the CCG what you think. 
Overflow facilities are being arranged if the Guildhall 
is full as it was the other week.” 

Northern Devon Healthcare NHS Trust, which man¬ 
ages the hospital, announced last Thursday that it is to 
temporarily transfer in-patient services at Axminster 
to Seaton over winter. 

Safety risks 

After the temporary merger, Seaton will host one 18- 
bedded inpatient unit to serve both communities. The 
trust took the decision “to resolve significant safety 
risks posed by having unsupported and unsupervised 
registered nurses working on their own looking after 
up to 10 patients”. 

The merger, from the beginning of January 2015, 
will help to ensure the inpatient service is safe, re¬ 
silient and consistent over winter. 

Dr Alison Diamond, chief executive, said: 
“There is clear national guidance following 
the Francis Report into the Mid Staffordshire 
care failings that all NHS providers must in¬ 
corporate safer staffing practices for patients 
on wards and ensure there is support and su¬ 
pervision for nurses at all times. 

“At Axminster and Seaton hospitals, for the 
majority of every 24-hour period, there is 
only one registered nurse on duty at any one 
time. 

“While there are no concerns about the 
quality of care offered in either hospital, the 
lack of registered nurse support puts undue 
pressure on the service, and this will be felt 


more as we head into winter and a period of higher 
demand.” 

A trust spokesperson added: “The trust’s decision 
is separate from - and will have no impact on - the 
longer-term engagement by the Northern, Eastern 
and Western Devon Clinical Commissioning Group 
in relation to its strategy for the future provision of 
community services. 

“The trust will be attending the Northern, Eastern 
and Western Devon Clinical Commissioning Group’s 
public meeting in Axminster Guildhall on Tuesday 
October 21st (5pm to 7pm) to explain the decision.” 

The trust will also hold a series of drop-in sessions 
to enable the public to meet senior clinicians and 
managers and discuss the temporary transfer. 

The sessions will take place at Axminster Hospital 
from 2pm-4pm on Mondays on October 20th and 
27th and November 3rd, 10th and 17th. 

The mayor’s view 

Axminster mayor Jeremy Walden said: “It is regret¬ 
table that this is necessary. 

“I fully understand that in order to ensure patient 
safety, in-patient facilities will need to be on one site 
over winter. 

“This should not be taken mean that the CCG pro¬ 
posals for closure of Axminster in-patient beds is di¬ 
rectly linked to this action.” 

League of Friends to fight back 

Axminster Hospital League of Friends treasurer 
Steve Holt is leading work to put together solid ar¬ 
guments against the proposed permanent closure of 
beds. 

He said: “I did hear about this yesterday (Oct 15th) 
and whilst we knew of Northern Devon Healthcare 
NHS Trust’s (NDHTs) intentions, the timing really 
stinks. 

“We are fighting a war and this is just one battle. 
NDHT are however operating within government 
recommendations. 


“We all understand the guidelines regarding lone 
working (where there is only one qualified nurse per 
shift) which has led to mistakes in the past, brought 
to a head by the incidents at North Staffordshire Hos¬ 
pital. 

“NDHT are obviously acting in line with the current 
proposal tabled in September by the clinical care 
commissioning group (CCG) regarding moving beds 
from Axminster Hospital to Seaton Hospital. 

“We are still fighting on the broader front and in dis¬ 
cussion with the CCG regarding the overall pro¬ 
posal. 

Less trauma 

“When we have convinced them to change their 
minds, then the NDHT will also have to change their 
position. 

“I would not like the people of Axminster to get dis¬ 
heartened by this ridiculously timed communication 
regarding the consolidation of beds from January 
2015, for the winter. 

“We do appear to have another case of left hand not 
knowing what the right hand is doing as this would 
have caused less trauma had it been positioned after 
the consultation meeting next Tuesday. 

“The divisional General Manager of Community 
Hospitals for NDHT, Steve Hudson, has been fully 
aware of our intention to challenge the premise of the 
proposal and as such I cannot understand why he 
would not have held this communication back until 
after the consultation meeting next Tuesday. 

“First and foremost, our aim now is to get the CCG 
to listen and consider our arguments fully. 

“I understand that they have spent a lot of time and 
money putting the whole transformation package to¬ 
gether but when we have identified omissions and er¬ 
rors, they owe it to the communities to listen. 

“After all they keep telling us that it’s the commu¬ 
nities that they represent.” 


■ WHEN the first public meeting on the hospital 
beds issue was held at Axminster Guildhall, more 
than 300 people were locked out with 400 packed 
into the hall. 

To ensure that more local people can listen to 
tonight's consultation meeting organised by the 
CCG, arrangements have been made for the pro¬ 
ceedings to be relayed to the nearby by Minster 
Church, which can accommodate around 300 peo¬ 
ple. 

If anyone in the church has a relevant question, 
they will be led to the Guildhall and allowed to put 
it to CCG officials.

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Beekeeper’s insight into 
creating ‘molten gold’ 


BEER author, poet and bee-keeper Rowland Molony 
has brought out a book giving an insight into his 
hobby as a producer of what he describes as ‘molten 
gold’, writes KEVIN FAHEY.

“I first contacted the publisher of Northern Bee 
Books to see if he was interested, met him in April 
and the book was published in September,” said Row¬ 
land.

An EDDC imposed ‘White Elephant’ for Seaton? 


Real reason behind speaking 
restrictions is to ‘gag the public’ 


■ FURTHER to previous letters and articles in your 
paper, I am writing to encourage the residents of Seaton 
to question the requirement for the new overflow car 
park to be built on one of Seaton’s last remaining green 
amenity areas. 

In all probability the council will grant planning per¬ 
mission for the car park; it is very unlikely that there 
will be any planning reasons for not doing so. This does 
not mean that the project has to go ahead immediately. 
There is plenty of time before the expiry of the planning 
permission to delay building and produce evidence to 
show that there is a compelling need for the removal of 
this amenity area. 

The basis on which this car park is to be built is “a 
growing realisation” that extra spaces will be required 
after the construction and opening of the Seaton Jurassic 
Centre and, in the words of the council officer respon¬ 
sible for car parking: “It is our best estimate based on 
maximum customer transactions in the existing car park, 
visitors numbers to the tramway and predicted visitor 
numbers to Seaton Jurassic. I do not suggest that I have 
carried out anything more precise than that.” This 
sounds like holding up a wet finger to produce the 
weather forecast. I have asked for quantitative evidence 
concerning the number of days per year in which there 
were more than 151 cars in the present car park (the 
number remaining after the construction of the visitors’ 
centre) and less than 70 spaces (the capacity of the pro¬ 
posed car park) in other public parking facilities within 
a ten-minute walk of the centre and shops. So far, no fig¬ 
ures have been forthcoming. 

The numbers expected to attend the visitor centre are 
quoted as 60,000 per year. Has anyone seen the research 
to support this statement? What proportion of the 60,000 
are included in those who already visit the town as a day 
out to the coast at present? What proportion are expected 
to be school parties travelling by coaches for which 
parking provision is already available? One set of fig¬ 
ures, issued by the Department of the Environment 
(Northern Ireland), gives the standard parking to be pro¬ 
vided for libraries, art galleries and museums (the clos¬ 
est categories to the centre) as one space per three 
members of staff and one space per 30 metres squared 
of gross floor space. 

The design statement for Seaton Jurassic quotes a floor 
space of 865 metres squared. If one allows for nine 
members of staff, the requirement would only be 32 car 
spaces! There will still be 119 for general use. 


The figure that has been quoted for the construction 
of the car park is £300k, funded from our community 
charges. I would certainly require some very compelling 
evidence that there is a need for this facility before 
spending this money, if the responsibility for doing so 
was mine, especially as it would require the removal of 
green amenity land. 

The provision of which, EDDC’s own study shows, is 
already below the standard that the council has set as 
being acceptable. There is no reason why the decision 
to build should not be delayed until such time as the 
Seaton Jurassic Centre has been open for one or possibly 
two years, allowing time for proper statistical evidence 
to be collected and to allow an informed decision about 
the possible requirement to be made. If the evidence is 
that there is an “overflow” on only a small number of 
days per year, then there may be other ways to cope with 
this. 

So do we want a potential “white elephant”? We will 
certainly get one unless those who are opposed to the 
immediate development of this area do something about 
it. The district councillors will be responsible for mak¬ 
ing the decision on whether to go ahead, or not, with the 
expenditure of this public money. If local residents op¬ 
pose the development, or feel as I do, that we need a trial 
period with the parking provision, which the council de¬ 
velopment and planning committee obviously felt was 
adequate, when they approved the application for Seaton 
Jurassic, then it is time to make their feelings known. 

I recommend that, if you have any doubts about the 
requirement for this car park, you email all the EDDC 
councillors asking them if they are satisfied with the ev¬ 
idence provided to justify this expenditure of public 
money and removal of amenity land. Email addresses 
are available at http://bit.ly/lyR9Jfl. If Seaton residents 
wish to take advantage of it, a template letter is available 
at www.rdsailing.org.uk/carpark 

The purpose of encouraging people to write is to en¬ 
sure that the members of the council have the opportu¬ 
nity to table this matter for debate. Equally, those in 
favour of the development should also make their views 
known to the councillors, to ensure that they are fully 
informed. The worst thing, from all points of view, is 
that Seaton should lose a green area and gain a “white 
elephant” because someone thought that it might be nec¬ 
essary.

■ AT Colyton Parish Council meeting on Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 13th the subject of the public being allowed to 
speak at EDDC planning meetings arose once again. 

This is a very sore subject that upsets many people. 
Since a meeting that took place during the summer at 
EDDC, the public speaking element at planning meet¬ 
ings is now severely restricted; at a major application 
only five people may speak to object and in a minor 
application it is three. 

The council now has a system online; that works 
thus: 

1) To speak, you need to have written a representa¬ 
tion to the council regarding a planning application. 

2) Those who write will receive a letter or email 
telling them how to register to speak. 

3) You then have to indicate by phone or email be¬ 
tween six and three days before the meeting if you 
wish to speak, we are told it is “first come, first served” 
who gets to speak. The names of those selected will 
have their contact details put on the websites so others 
who would have wished to speak can contact them and 
bargain with them for a place to speak. This is nothing 
but a lottery! 

This process of selection is undignified, uncivilised 
and undemocratic; to some it is an intimidating 
process, so they will not wish to partake of the process. 
Also, people who do not have online access will find 
it difficult to get to speak. Some people might not wish 
to have their contact details put on the website. If 
someone is away on the registration days then they are 


unlikely to get to speak! 

These meetings are the public’s last opportunity to 
state their concerns about a planning application that 
is important to them and affects their local environ¬ 
ment and community. This new system, we are told, is 
to save time at planning meetings, but the extra time 
that it will take staff to operate this silly system will 
result in greater wasted time and expense. The real rea¬ 
son is to gag the public. 

We shall also lose some good and convincing speak¬ 
ers under this system. 

Whatever someone wishes to say is important to 
them and each person who wishes to speak has a right 
for their views to be heard - that is democracy! 

The councillors who decided that we, the publi,c 
were to be effectively gagged are in the main Conser¬ 
vative councillors who are, unfortunately, in the ma¬ 
jority on EDDC (but any majority council would likely 
be similar). I think it is sad that they have made this 
decision. 

This current council behaves in an unbelievably ar¬ 
rogant manner and evidently has little regard for the 
electorate; they forget who they are supposed to rep¬ 
resent. We cannot change what they have done but we 
can vote in the elections next year to get in more inde¬ 
pendent councillors and break up this Conservative 
clique so that we have a more balanced council and 
the opportunity to speak is restored to us.

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‘We were right to grant Beehive lease’ 


‘Who do you serve, the public or 
your party?’ asks town councillor 


■ ON the evening of Monday, October 13th, during 
a public session of Axminster Town Council, I was 
subjected to an uncalled for attack on my personal 
character by Councillor Andrew Moulding of such 
enmity and vitriol that it took my breath away. 

Supported by Councillor Graham Godbeer, he 
claimed that I had brought the town council into dis¬ 
repute and caused acute embarrassment to his county 
council colleagues, by way of my use of Facebook to 
show support for the campaign group seeking to re¬ 
tain Axminster Library. 

With regards to the spurious basis of his diatribe, 
and his claim that I had breached the councillors’ 
code of conduct and should thus be reported to the 
Standards Committee at EDDC, I have no option but 
to await a formal complaint against me, something 
which should be done in a proper and pre-determined 
manner, according to the rules laid down for such 
complaints. 

However, as Councillors Moulding and Godbeer 
now steadfastly believe that disagreements between 
councillors - be they town, district or county - can be 
reasonably aired in public, I would ask to be allowed 
to put a question to both of these gentlemen via your 
publication. 

Are both of you content and happy at the way in 
which Axminster is being treated by all and sundry? 

Having already lost county funding for our youth 
service, having our library chronically underfunded, 
our hospital at risk of losing its beds, we now find 
ourselves further adrift from the district council, 
which seems intent on moving its HQ as far as hu¬ 
manly possible from Axminster, without adequate 
transport links being put in place. 

There is no Local Plan in place, the district council 
has been taken to court by the ICO for failing to di¬ 
vulge information under the Freedon of Information 
Act, our chief executive is summoned to Westminster 
to explain his failings in improving voter registration 


numbers and is accused of breaching electoral law. 

Draconian public speaking restrictions are sched¬ 
uled that will prevent both members of the public and 
town councillors alike from objecting to unnecessary 
and unsustainable planning and development in our 
town. 

Our pavements are a disgrace, there are weeds on 
every road and in every car park, the wall outside the 
Guildhall remains collapsed, the additional dog bins 
remain uninstalled, the town centre remains an eye¬ 
sore - sadly mentioned by all visitors - and has been 
so for decades, despite years of your stewardship at 
all levels of local government. 

Axminster has no town centre regeneration plan in 
place at EDDC and yet you, Councillor Moulding, in¬ 
explicably sit on the regeneration board for Exmouth! 

Our young people have so very few job prospects 
presently, but when another 1,000 houses are built to 
the north and east of town, what is the plan for em¬ 
ployment then? According to you both, the answer 
lies west! Get on the train to Cranbrook, to Skypark, 
to SciencePark, to Exeter... that is your local plan, and 
the bedrock of the proposed local plan for the whole 
of East Devon. 

If you are both happy with this state of affairs and 
stand firm in your belief that the people of Axminster 
should pay their taxes and deliver the services as vol¬ 
unteers too, and if you believe that a polite cartoon 
poking fun at a professional, well-paid politician who 
showed the utmost disrespect and disdain to the peo¬ 
ple of Axminster, our MP and our town council is 
more important than the long-term interests of the 
people of this town, who you claim to represent, then 
I think it is time that you have a long, hard look in the 
mirror and decide who you really represent - the pub¬ 
lic or your party... because you can’t serve them both!

THE Rev’d Simon Crittall opens this week: Do you want 
to grit your own roads, as Devon County Council sug¬ 
gested recently? 

Do you want hospitals which can afford to employ 
enough staff to examine patients and get them treated 
with a minimum of delay and worry? 

The money for these things doesn’t come from a pot at 
the end of any rainbow - it comes from you and me. We 
can’t have low taxes and good comprehensive services; 
that combination doesn’t balance the books. 

The alternative is to let debt grow, the £ lose value, and 
imported goods cost more (and what isn’t imported 
today?). 

There’s a general election coming - don’t let politicians 
deceive you with soft offers; look for the ones who want 
to give us the best we can afford. And ask questions of 
the powers that be as you can. 

Many world events are currently centred on the Middle 
East and the continent of Africa, with people of various 
countries suffering. Sadly conditions are such that those 
who can help are unable to do so. 

Canon Andrew White the Chaplain to the Anglican 
community in Baghdad has, on the advice of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, reluctantly moved to Jerusalem for 
safety. 

The Pope is just concluding a conference of nearly 200 
bishops from around the world who have been told to 
consider no subject taboo. The Pope has formerly ac¬ 
cepted the resignation of Kieran Conry, the Bishop of 
Arundel, who has confessed being unfaithful to his vows. 

Better news for the Pope is that he is favourite to win 
this year’s Nobel Peace Prize and if chosen he will be the 
first Pope ever to receive such a prize. 

Anglican Churches continue to have financial problems 
and have been advised by Lord Mawson, a minister of 
the United Reform Church, that parishes should be run 
more as businesses. He added the church cannot afford 
to be a preservation society. He is supported by the Rev’d 
Canon Anna Norman-Walker, the canon missioner at Ex¬ 
eter Cathedral, who said the Church of England cannot 
afford to continue the parish system in funding its build¬ 
ings and clergy without reform. 

In the West Country, the Church of England is offering 
a new Parish Giving Scheme (PGS) which is suggesting 
that giving should be by Direct Debit at churches, which 
allows gifts to be made regularly monthly, quarterly or 
annually, and amended as the need for giving increases. 

The scheme collects regular donations at each church, 
claims Gift Aid, and pays receipts into Church Council 
funds, and can increase donations annually with inflation.

• When did you first develop a passion 
for cooking? 

When I went travelling in Australia, 
when I was 20.1 needed funds and Q 
worked at an Italian restaurant in 
Melbourne. The passion of those 
chefs gave me my first real spark 
for food. When I came back to the 
UK I worked with Patrick Glennie- 
Smith at the Primrose Cafe in ^ 

Bristol’s Clifton Village. We visited ™ 

Barcelona, Berlin and the Turin Slow 
Food Festival - all little missions to Q 
learn more about good food. 

• WHAT are the key aspects of your 
approach to food? 

There are two elements to the Rusty Pig. I make 
charcuterie, using locally raised free-range pigs - so 
salamis, hams and so on. 

Then there's the restaurant, which is usually open 
on Friday and Saturday nights, although I sometimes 
also do a Sunday lunchtime. 

I often invite other chefs to cook with me, then we 
have special themed dining, like a recent Danish-in- 
spired weekend. 

The key aspects for me are seasonality and locality. 
I use small local producers and suppliers, and cook 
strictly with seasonal ingredients. So the producers 
really dictate my menus - I cook with what's avail¬ 
able on the day! 

• What is unique about your restaurant, 
the Rusty Pig? 

The Rusty Pig is the only restaurant in the area 
where diners eat in the butcher’s shop. It's commu¬ 
nal dining so sometimes people sit with strangers. I 
talk to diners all the way through the evening, ex-

w plaining the dishes and where the 
ingredients come from. It's one 
^ sitting, so no one feels rushed to 
finish and leave. 

# Does the local community 
^ have a taste for fine dining? 

* I've had a lot of support from the 
community who seem to like the 
Q type of dining I offer. We had a three- 
month waiting list early on! Lots of local 
people are regular diners and tell their friends 
about the Rusty Pig. 

• Who is the most famous person you’ve 
cooked for? 

I’ve cooked for Suggs (from the band Madness), 
Ziggy Marley, Kylie Minogue and her grandmother. 
Kylie was lovely but I was rather starstruck and 
couldn't speak. 

When I was in Melbourne I cooked for lots of the 
cast of Neighbours, including the actor who played 
Harold Bishop. 

• If you were cooking for the Queen, 
what dish would you serve? 

If I was to cook for the Queen I would give her cu¬ 
cumber sandwiches. Seriously! Probably game, 
maybe snipe with the snipe's guts on toast on the 
side. 

• Do you have any life lessons? 

A big life lesson came from Matt Mason at the Jack 
in the Green restaurant. He said that if you’re going 
to give up all your weekends to work, then make it 
worthwhile,
